The Princess FiamMMeprra, who has 
taken a fancy at the farm to Pippo, now finds him in mood to listen to her, and coolly throw- 
ing over her ‘betrothed husband, a neighbouring Prince called Fritexiiin1, gets her father tc 
give his consent. Burtrina, stung by this conduct, immediately accepts the hand of Laurent, 
who thinks he will thus put his Mascotte out of all j jeopardy, the legend beimg— 

“Tf she loves whom she shall wed, 
Then the Mascotte’s pow’r is fled.” 
Berrina can never love him—and can’t marry Prpro—therefore must for ever remain a Mas- 
eotte. On the double marriage, however, comes an unforeseen blow. Bertina and Pippo 
make it up at the last moment, and aided by the armed force of Prince Friteniini, who, 
furious at being jilted, has declared war against Laurent, they escape from the Court of 
Piombino.
